2S  DEC.  '66 

HI  HONEY, 

Merry  Ghristmas! 

I hope  your  is  much  more  happi- 
er than  mine.  I know  it  will  be. 

Last  night  the  supposed  cease 
fire  was  to  have  gone  in  effect, 
but  it  didn’t  work  out  that  way. 
In  fact,  I've  never  come  closer  to 
getting  shot  than  I did  yesterday. 

We  had  to  provide  security  for 
a company  who  was  guarding  a 
helicopter  that  was  shot  down.  We 
were  going  to  relieve  “G-Co.”  and 
guard  the  chopper  ourselves  until 
it  could  be  flown  out.  Crossing  a 
raging,  deep  river  was  involved 
and  we  couldn’t  find  a safe  cross- 
ing. We  didn’t  want  to  take  any 
chances  because  one  man 
drowned  yesterday  morning  try- 
ing to  get  across.  Not  only  was 
the  river  an  unpassable  obstacle 
but  we  were  also  pinned  down  by 
heavy  sniper  fire.  Luckily  “H- 
Co.”  took  no  casualties,  but  “E- 
Co.’’  did.  They  had  three  killed 
and  nine  wounded.  They  had  also 
come  to  help  “G-Co”.  But  “E- 
Co.”  was  on  the  other  side  of  the 
river.  They  crossed  by  ferry  a 
few  miles  farther  up  from  where 
we  were.  Poor  “G-Co.”  had 
taken  several  casualties  guarding 
the  chopper  and  their  biggest 
problem  was  that  they  didn’t 
have  any  food  to  eat.  They  went 
out  with  four  meals  (C-rations,  of 
course)  in  their  packs  and  ended 
up  being  in  the  field  eight  days 
without  resupply.  That  is  why  we 
were  to  relieve  them. 

Well,  I spent  last  night  in  a fire 
fight  witii  “Charley”  in  the  rain. 
We  finally  got  back  to  Hill  6 at 
11:00  p.m.  thoroughly  exhausted. 
Fine  way  to  spend  Christmas 
Eve,  huh? 

It  doesn’t  look  like  we  are  go- 
ing to  get  that  Christmas  dinner 
today.  We  are  waiting  to  find  outf 
if  we  are  staying  on  “6”,  or  go- 
ing to  Hill  2,  or  going  back  out 
on  patrol  from  here.  Anyway  I 
feel  terribly  depressed  at  the 
moment.  Even  thought  it  doesn’t 
seem  like  Christmas,  I know  that 
it  is  and  it  just  doesn’t  seem  right 
that  today  should  pass  by  like  all 
the  rest. 

I guess  the  Air-Wing  in  Da 
Nang  are  watching  Bob  Hope  to- 
day. I’m  not  jealous,  but  instead 
-very  hurt  inside.  There  is  no 
doubt  about  it  that  we  “grunts” 
have  the  hardest,  dirtiest  job 


over  here  and  yet  we  always 
seemed  to  be  the  ones  left  out. 

I hope  this  letter  gets  to  you 
before  too  long.  I don’t  know  how 
good  the  mail  service  is-  here.  I 
haven’t  had  any  mail  for  several 
days.  I received  a few  Christmas 
cards  the  day  we  left  Am  Hoa, 
the  22  Deewnber.  I sure  wish 
they  could  get  the  mail  in  to  us 
today.  I need  a letter  to  cheer 
me  up. 

26  DEC.  66 

Well,  they  weren’t  able  to  get 
any  mail  to  us  yesterday  but  they 
did  fly  us  some  Christmas  din- 
ner. That  cheered  me  up  a bit. 

Today  I have  to  rebuild  the 
bunker  I sleep  in.  The  walls  fell 
down  last  night  in  the  rain. 

EVENING 

Here  I am  again.  The  bunker  is 
built,  but  is  very  damp  inside.  It 
has  been  raining  off  and  on  all 
day. 

We  were  resupplied  with  chow, 
water,  ammo,  and  mail  today  but 
I didn’t  get  any  from  you.  I guess 
the  mail  is  slowing  up  becauce  of 
the  tremendous  amount  of  mail 
the  Post  Office  has  had  to  handle 
this  Christmas. 

I can’t  seem  to  think  of  any 
thing  else  to  say,  I can’t  seem  to 
lose  my  depressed  feeling.  It 
seems  like  the  day  I come  home 
is  getting  farther  away  instead 
of  closer.  I miss  you  terribly. 
Please  keep  writing  often,  your 
letters  are  my  courage  to  go  on.

Mao  Is  Worried  Say  Exp 


Chinese  Communist  leader  Mao 
Tse-Tung’s  attempted  purge  of  the 
Chinese  Army  political  leadership 
appears  to  be  an  act  of  “despera- 
tion” and  akin  to  “playing  chick- 
en” with  his  opposition,  some  ex- 
perts of  Chinese  affairs  at  U.S.  uni- 
versities said  Thursday. 

The  China-watchers  in  the  aca- 
demic world  emjrfiasized  that,  as 
usual,  it  was  difficult  to  assess  the 
full  meaning  yet  of  Mao’s  creation 
jof  a “cultural  revolutioji  subccm- 
'mittee’  within  the  army  and  put- 
ting it  under  the  control  of  the 


Communist  Party  Central  Commit- 
tee. 

But  the  brief  reports  from  Pe- 
king Radio  led  the  academicians 
questioned  by  UPI  to  believe  that 
the  move  was  an  attempt  by  Mao 
and  Defense  Minister  Lin  Piao  to 
pull  the  divided  army  completely 
to  their  side. 

They  agreed  it  did  not  necessari- 
ly mean  that  Mao  was  regaining 
his  hold  on  the  country.  The  pro- 
fessors felt  he  still  may  be  cn  the 
short  end  of  the  stick  in  his  politi- 
cal battle  with  Provident  Liu  Shao- 
Chi.
